No Slavery in Veiling System— 
Many Oriental Wives as 
Free as English.

LONDON, Nov. 22.- “In the 
West you feed the body and starve 
the soul; in the East we starve the 
body and feed the soul,” said the 
Begum Shah Nawaz, woman dele- 
gate to the all-India Round Table 
Conference today in discussing 
British and Indian women. 

She discounted the idea that the 
purdah, or veiling, system in India 
involved slavery of Indian women. 
“The freedom of women in En- 
gland is not greater than that of 
many women in India,” she ‘said. 
“Even women who still are in the 
purdah are very happy| and you 
must not get the impression that 
being in purdah means being kept 
in a cage and tyrannized by a dom- 
ineering husband.

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TWO GANGSTER EXTORTIONISTS 
TRAPPED AND SHOT TO DEATH

DR. ERNEST FUCHS, 
EMINENT OGULIST, 
DIES IN VIENNA 


For Last 50 Years He -Has 
Been Regarded as Lead- 
ing Authority in Europe 
on Diseases of the Eye.

81 Eye Specialists Heard 
Him Under Auspices of 
Medical Society in 1922 
—Used Rare Slides. 


By the Associated Press. 

VIENNA, Nov. 22.—Dr. Ernest 
Fuchs, emeritus professor ef oph- 
thalmology in the University of 
Vienna, died here last night at the 
age of 78. 

For the last 50 years he had 
been regarded as Europe’s most 
distinguished oculist and authority 
on diseases of the eye. He retired 
from active practice 10 years ago, 
but continued to lecture. Prior to 
the war, medical men _ from all 
parts of the world journeyed to 
Vienna to study his methods. 


Dr. Fuchs visited St. Louis twice 
during his long career and lec- 
tured on blindness, its causes and 
methods of prevention to Ameri- 
can physicians assembled here, His 
most recent visit was a year ago 
when he attended a three-day con- 
ference of the National Society for 
Prevention of Blindness. 

Rare Lantern Slides. 

Seven years earlier, he conduct- 
ed a month’s post-graduate course 
in ophthalmology under the aus- 
pices of the St. Louis Medical So- 
ciety and delivered 20 lectures be- 
fore a class of 81 eye specialists, 
18 of whom came here from states 
other than Missouri. 

His lectures, held in the library 
of St. Louis University, were illus- 
trated with lantern slides said by 
medical men to comprise the rarest 
and most complete set in existence. 
The slides, having to do with dis- 
eases of the eye, all were of hu- 
man eyes, specimens difficult to 
obtain in the United States, where 
pathologists had been accustomed 
to work with animal specimens and 
lecture from drawings. Dr. Fuchs 
had accumulated the slides over a 
period of 47 years of practice in 
Vienna, 

Profound Influence. 

At the time of his appearance 
here, Dr. Fuchs was hailed as the 
author of the “Bible” of the sci- 
ence of ophthalmology. This re- 
ferred to a textbook on eye dis- 
eases written in 1885. Medical au- 
thorities say it still ranks as the 
greatest ophthalmology textbook 
extant. It was also declared at 
the time that for 25 years virtual- 
ly no paper on ophthalmology had 
been written without containing 
somewhere a _ reference to Dr. 
Fuchs, so profound had been his 
influence upon the science. 

Last September Dr. Fucas was 
awarded the Leslie Dana medal, 
established several years ugo by a 
St. Louisan and former meniber of 
the Missouri Association for the 
Blind to be bestowed upon physi- 
cians who contgibuted most to the 
work for conservation of sight. The 
medal was awarded to Dr... Fuchs 
by the International Congress of 
Ophthalmologists at Amsterdam 
on the fiftieth anniversary of the 
publication of his book, “Causes 
and /Methods of Prevention of 
Blindness.” The book was credited 
with pointing the way to the pres- 
ent extensive movement, to pre- 
serve sight.

MAIL SERVICE PLANNED 


New York Times Says North Ger- 
man Lioyd ‘Has Laid Project 
Before Navy Department. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—The New 
York Times sayg the United States

Hundreds of Shots Fired at 
Them From Another Car 
Which Pursued Them for 
Two Blocks Then Drives 
Away. 


Lester Barth and Dewey Goebel, 
notorious gunmen and extortionists, 
were murdered by machine-gunners 
who trapped them at Columbia and 
Macklind avenues at 10:25 a. m. to- 
day. 

Pouring a stream of bullets into 
their automobile from three sub- 
machine guns, the attackers fol- 
lowed them for two blocks until 
the automobile of Barth and Goe- 
bel jumped the curb and came to 
a stop in front of 2225 Macklind 
avenue. 

From underworld sources the po- 
lice learned that Barth and Goebel 
had an appointment to meet a Si- 
Cillian bootlegger on “The Hill,” in 
the southwest section of the city in 
which the shooting occurred, and 
expected him to pay them $1000 ex- 
torted from him by threats, The 
bootlegger, police think summoned 
a crew of machine-gunners instead 
of meeting the extortionists with 
the money. It is known that re- 
cently they had turned to extort- 
ing money from bootleggers. 

Hundreds of Shots Fired, 

In volume of fire the attack on 
the gangsters probably never has 
been equaled in St. Louis crime 
history. Hundreds of shots were 
fired and after the killers had driv- 
en away children scurried into the 
streets to pick up shells ejected by 
the machine guns. 

Barth and Goebel, unarmed end 
fatally wounded, were removed 
from their automobile by an eye- 
witness to the shooting. Fourteen 
bullets had ripped through the 
back and windews of the car, There 
were three holes in a derby and 
one in a soft hat left in the car. 

Machine gun slugs had ripped 
through two boxes of groceries 
bought by Goebel and Barth a 
few minutes before. Coffee, salt 
and sugar were scattered {mn the 
machine and along the street where 
the attack had been made,

Prime Minister Ramsay MacDon- 
ald, in an adroit speech promising 
that British pledges would be car- 
ried out, although he did not ex- 
plain precisely what those pledges 
meant. A secret committee of 36,

MacDonald skated over thin ice 
with great skill, but it is probable 
that the Indian delegates, who 
loudly vowed they must have more 
specific promises if they carried on 
the conference, have been more 
impressed with private talks in 
the last two days than with Mac- 
Donald's words to the conference. 
Indian unanimity in the demand 
for self-government has greatly 
impressed British outside opinion 
as well as the delegation, and 
there is now a distinct possibility 
that India may win concessions 
that were thought impossible when 
the conference opened nine days 
ago 


Bricf Talk by Aga Khan. 

MacDonald rose after‘the most 
impressive of all the Indian 
speeches, as well as the briefest, 
coming from the Aga Khan, head 
of the Indian Mohammedans and 
Britain's best friend in India, who 
said, “We all ask for a full meas- 
ure of self-government.” India, 
he said, asks Great Britain for a 
framework within which to build 
a constitution, “and if we fail, we 
will try again until we produce 
something generally satisfactory.” 

India, said the Aga Khan, might 
offer Britain a long-dated com- 
mercial treaty and pledges about 
debts. “There is no reason why 
we should not at this moment 
start on a basis of full self-govern- 
ment and responsibility,” he de- 
clared. : 

The British Prime Minister was 
in his best and most persuasive 
form. Turning to the eminent 
Hindu who Thursday announced 
his conversion to Federal India, he 
said: “Ah, Mr. Sastri, you aren't 
the only man who has changed his 
opinion within the last few days.” 
The Indian speeches, he said, have 
had great influence on public opin- 
ion, but “we aren't here to debate; 
we are here for action.” 

“The deciaration of the Princes,” 
said MacDonald, “‘have revolution- 
ized the situation. The Princes 
have given the most _ substantial 
contribution in opening up the way 
to a really united Federal India.” 

Warns of Difficulties. 

MacDonald interlarded a warning 
of the difficulties that will follow 
settlement: “You will have to go 
and face agitation in India. You 
will probably have to go and face 
those black flags which bade you 
godspeed and may be displayed.to 
give you India’s welcome.” 

These remarks were afterward 
adversely criticised by Indians. 

MacDonald's contribution to the 
practical] questions at issue was the 
following list of problems which he 
propounded: 

“What wl be the nature of the 
component units which are to be 
fitted into the seheme of the fed- 
eration? What will be the nature 
of the central co-ordinating struc- 
ture?’ What will be the relations 
of this structure to the provinces? 
“What will be the relations of it to 
the states? What provisions will 
be made to secure the willing co- 
operation of minorities and special 
interests? What will be the sub- 
jects with which the general struc- 
ture will deal and, in general, what 
should be its power, functions and 
responsibilities? 

“Your problem and my problem 
is to sit down together and supply 
the practical answers to those ques- 
tions which can be embodied in an 
act of Parliament,” said MacDon- 
ald, adding that the new constitu- 
tion must work and must evolve. 
“You are not in a position here to 
produce a static constitution that 


will worship as though jit were a 
a sacred inheritance." 
Delegation Saved From Split. 

Lord Peel's reactionary speech 
at an earlier session and Viscount 
Reading's known opposition to any 
large measure of self-government it 
seemed at one time, might force 
MacDonald to go to the House of 
Commons and demand a vote of 
confidence, fight an election if re- 
fused it, and, if he won, discard 
the Tory and Liberal members of 


That fear now seems dissolved 
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for three reasons: The general 


feeling that has been spreading in 
favor of much larger concessions 
than those offered in the Simon 
report has led former Premier 
Stanley Bal€win and other leading 
Tories to repudiate Peel in private, 
while many of the Liberal rank and 
file disapprove Reading’s and Si- 
mon’s alarms. 

There is a rumor current in the 
House of Commons now that Read- 
ing is changing his position and is 
becoming less fearful of granting 
many of India’s demands. If the 
latter proves true, MacDonald can 
carry a majority of his delegation 
with him, possibly isolating Peel 
and the diehards. Leading Indians 
think something like this is hap- 
pening and so are not insisting on 
immediate definite pledges, as they 
were a few days ago.

nounced today that he wanted to 
tear down the structures on these 
dingy downtown blocks as quickly 
as possible, and that he has ob- 
tained two opinions from the City 
Counselor for guidance towardqs 


that end. A primary object is to 
contribute some work for unem- 
ployment relief. 

He declined to disclose the con- 
tents of the opinions before Mon- 
day, but indicated that they were 
favorable. From other sources it 
was learned that one opinion held 
the Board of Public Service had 
the right to order buildings on the 
two sites, which the city owns, 
razed. 

This point has an important 
bearing on the situation. It had 
been generally supposed at City 
Hall that this authority rested with 
the Comptroller and it was left to 
that official tacitly. Comptroller 
Nolte, an elective officer, has op- 
posed clearing the Memorial Plaza 
site at‘ this time, there being no 
money in sight for carrying out im- 
provements there. 

Nolte, however, has been willing 
to clear the Aloe Plaza ground, op- 
posite Union Station, as soon 2s 
the city can acquire the last two 
pieces of property in it, and to let 
the Terminal Railroad fulfill its of- 
fer to pay for temporary improve- 
ment of that space. 

The Board of Public Service con- 
sists of five appointees of the May- 
or and doubtless weuld proceed 
with wrecking the buildings if the 
Mayor so directed. The city owns 
about 85 per cent of the ground of 
the Memorial Plaza, which covers 
parts or all of 10 city blocks in the 
vicinity of City Hall. The remain- 
der of this site is still tied up in 
condemnation proceedings. The 
second opinion obtained by the 
Mayor relates to whether there are 
any legal obstacles to prevent raz- 
ing those buildings now in city pos- 
session. The city has been collect- 
ing rent at the rate of about $100.- 
000 a year lately from property in 
the two plazas, but this is not all 
profit, for from it comes repairs, 
insurance and agents’ fees. 

Mayor Miller has no plan for ob- 
taining funds for improving Memo- 
rial Plaza, and doesn’t know yet 
where the $40,000 or more which 
may be required for wrecking will 
come from.

NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—Charges 
that longshore extortionists get mil- 
lions of dollars annually from ship- 
pers of goods were outlined to Dis- 
trict Attorney Crain in letters he 
received yesterday following the 
announcement of the formation of 
his committee on public safety. 

Many of the letters, Crain said, 
contained incriminating infofma- 


tion against gangsters. 

Crain did not disclose the names 
of any of his informers for fear 
that terrorists might wreak ven- 
geance on them. 

He said the extortion on rail- 
road and steamship piers*by long- 
shore hangers-on amounted to 3 
cents for each hundred weight 
handled, according to the informa- 
tion given him in a letter. Crain 
estimated this graft at $5,000,000 
annually. Every pier and railroad 
station in the city, with the ex- 
ception of the United Fruit Line, 
it was stated, is dominated by ex- 
tortionists. 

A worker for an organization 
not affiliated with the American 
Federation of Labor wrote that his 
men were compelled to pay $2 a 
week to extortionists and that the 
total of this graft from the asso- 
ciation members amounted to hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars a 
year. ; 

A merchant wrote that his life 
had been threatened in an effort 
to get tribute from him. He gota 
license to carry a revolver. 

Levy on Musicians. 

A musician wrote that he and 
his fellow workers were compelled 
to pay extortionists $1 for each 
night they played. A person inter- 
ested in the miniature golf course 
business complained that he and 
other owners had to pay $25 a 
week or their courses would be de- 
stroyed. " 

Other complaints were that the 
operators of independent laundries 
and cleaning and dyeing shops pay 
more than $1,000,000 a year into 
the coffers of the underworld. If 
they don’t, they are in danger of 
having garments in their care 
ruined by acid, slashed to ribbons 
or stolen, it was said. 

Additional lines from which 
gangsters rake off vast sums were 
listed as follows: Funeral coaches 
on their way to cemeteries: unor- 
ganized labor, and night patrols 
for merchants’ stores. In every 
case, refusal to pay means per- 
sonal injury or destruction of 
property, the letters stated. 

15 Extortion Schemes. 

After receiving 50 statements 
telling of 15 extortion schemes in 
the city, Crain said: .“It would 
appear that they have their hands 
in everything from the cradle to 
the grave—from babies’ milk to 
funeral coaches.” 

Numerous organizations and 
officials snoved yesterday to join 
the fight against public enemies. 
District Attorney Brower in Brook- 
lyn announced he would push his 
campaign against the slot machine 
gang of that borough. United 
States Attorney Ameli of the East- 
ern New York District sent Mr. 
Crain a promise of co-operation.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ABBI ISSERMAN is undoubtedly the 

only Jew in St. Louis who advocates 
the doctrine of the so-called B'rith-Sho- 
lom. This society consists of a few lib- 
eral pulpiteers who will at all occasions, 
regardless of reality and circumstances, 
preach peace and democracy. 

The members of this group chose to 
preach to the entire Jewish world peace 
with the Arabs.

UNEMPLOYMENT RELIEF IN ST. LOUIS. . 

When it was announced this week by Mayor. 
Miller that the $200,000 fund set aside for unem- 
ployment relief would not be available to the com- 
mittee he had appointed, but would be used for keep- 
ing on the city’s payroll some 600 men who other- 
wise would be laid off, widespread criticism foowed. 
This action in effect would have left St. Lonis mak- 
ing no financial effort to relieve general ‘unemploy- 
ment, while expending its allotment to, benefit men 
who had had regular work for some time. To meet 
this criticism, Mayor Miller now proposes a separate 
$300,000 fund for general relief. Hope is thus re- 
vived that St. Louis will do its duty by the unfor- 
tunates who are crowding the municipal lodging 
house, making heavy demand on charity organiza- 
tions and tramping the streets in search of work. 
Yet when the proposed amount is compared with 
the sums set aside by other cities, it is evident that 
additional funds will be needed before winter ends. 
Boston, of comparable size to St. Louis, has allotted 
$1,000,000, and is seeking $2,000,000 additional by 
public subscription. Detroit is expending $525,000 
a month for relief. San Francisco, a smaller city, 
has a $750,000 fund, and Cleveland hag $760,000. 
Other cities are attacking the situation with pro- 
grams of public works totaling millions, but the civic 
improvement projects of St. Louis are in a condition 
of stalemate. This situation only serves to empha- 
size the need for general relief. 
Other cities, too, notably Cincinnati, have alleviat- 
ed their emergencies by finding work for unem- 
ployed men. In this connection St. Louis has little 
or nothing to report. More than 1000 applications 
have been received, but it has been possible to pro- 
vide less than 20 jobs, and those only temporary. 
Enrollment of unemployed is useful only if carried 
out with parallel registration of jobs. The difficulty 
which confronts the committee in finding work for 
these applicants shows how real is the imminent 
need for the sort of relief that only liberal cash ap- 
propriations can give to prevent destitution and suf- 
fering.

A dance attended by a number 
of Filipinos and whites at the Bar- 
celona Dance Hall, 1414 North 
(grand boulevard, was broken up 
early today by a general fight in 
which Eimer Ray, 24-year-old 
chauffeur, was stabbed. 

At City Hospital, where he is in 
a serious condition, suffering from 
a wound in the left chest and lung, 
Ray identified Allen Cortez, 21- 
year-old Filipino waiter, as his as- 
sailant, police reported, and as- 
serted the waiter’s American wife, 
Jean, handed him the knife he 
used in the fray. Both denied the 
charge. 

About 20 persons were arrested 
at the hall when police arrived. All 
but Cortez and his wife were re- 
leased. Four of them were said 
by police to have identified Cortez 
as the assailant. 

William Diaz, proprietor of the 
hall, said the fight started when 
Ray announced he “didn’t like Filt- 
pinos.” A number of persons 
fought, Diaz said, until Ray was 
stabbed, when many of them hur- 
riedly departed. 

In the 3800 block of Westmin- 
ster place detectives approached 
two youths and a woman, and an- 
nounced their identity. One of the 
men, they said, threw something 
into the street and reached toward 
a hip pocket. One of the detec- 
tives knocked him down and 
searched him, finding a six-inch 
pearl-handled dagger in the pocket 
and an open pocket knife in the 
street. The youth, who said he was 
Andre Parez, is being held, charged 
with carrying concealed weapons. 

Ray lives with his mother at 
°514 Coleman street, he told police. 
Cortez and his wife gave their ad- 
dress as 3924 Delmar boulevard, 
while Parez said he lived at 3824 
Westminster place.

CO. SUED BY CREDITORS 


Involuntary Petition in Bank- 
ruptcy Filed Against Women’s 
Apparel Concern. 


An involuntary petition in bank- 
ruptcy was filed in Federal Court 
yesterday against the Schwartz Im- 
porting Co., Inc., 1430 Washington 
avenue, manufacturers of women’s 
apparel, by three New York cred- 
itors. 


Accompanying the petition of the 
creditors, whose claims aggregate 
$790, was an application for the 
appointment of a receiver to con- 
serve the assets of the company. 
The petitioners allege an act of 
bankruptcy by. the payment of 
$1500 to the Biltwell Waist Co., of 
New York, with intent to prefer 
that creditor. 

The Schwartz concern has. been 
in difficulties for some time and a 
meeting of its creditors was held 
in New York Wednesday, at which 
the company is reported to have 
made an offer of compromise and 
agreed to pay its creditors 35 per 
cent of their claims to avoid bank- 
ruptcy. 

Attorneys for the company at 
that time told creditors the assets 
of the concern were $119,500, con- 
sisting chiefly of accounts receiva- 
ble amounting to $110,000, of which 
about $30,000 were considered 
doubtful or definitely bad. Their 
liabilities were said to be $83,000 
to merchandise creditors and $40,- 
000 to the National Bank of Com- 
merce in St. Louis.

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A procession of defendants in 
the Department of Agriculture in- 
quiry being held in East St. Louis 
took the witness stand today to 


testified that they had refused to 
deal with them. 

Secretary of Agriculture Hyde, 
who initiated the inquiry, has or- 
dered 47 livestock dealers to show 
why their licenses should not be 
revoked. Among the defendants is 
the Farmers’ Livestock Commis- 
sion Association, a co-operative 
which has not been recognized by 
the Farm Board. The charge is 


that the defendants have boy- 


ecotted the Producers’ Livestock 
Commission Association and its af- 
filiated enterprise, the National 
Order Buying Co., since last Aug. 
4 when the latter company began 
business on the St. Louis market. 

Those who admit refusing to deal 
with the two companies contend 
their action is justified. They 
argue that they cannot be com- 
pelled to compete with companies 
financed by Government funds. 
They accuse the co-operatives of 
illegal marketing practices and of 
attempting to represent both farm- 
er and packer, in violation of the 
rules of the St. Louis Stockyards 
Exchange which have been ap- 
proved by the Department of Ag- 
riculture. They contend that the 
National Order Buying Co.'s fi- 
nancial responsibility may be ques- 
tioned because it has borrowed 
$100,000 from the Farm Board, al- 
though it has capital and surplus 
of only $70,000. 

They say they are justified in 
refusing to deal with the com- 
panies because it is their avowed 
purpose, through the advancement 
of co-operative marketing, to elim- 
inate the so-called “old line” mar- 
keting agencies. 

Denial of Agreemcnt. 

Of seven witnesses yesterday, 
only one testified that he has done 
business with the companies said 
to have been boycotted. He was 
Arthur Knapp, who is not named 
in the charges. Knapp said that 
he knew of no agreement among 
dealers at the market to boycott 
the companies. 

He testified that in his opinion 
trading in livestock on the “mark- 
ing the ticket” basis, as practiced 
by the Producers’ Association tends 
to depress market prices. In such 
deais the price is not fixed at the 
time the trade is made, and is 
marked in later in accordance with 
the established price. Buyers who 
have bought on that basis early in 
the day underbid on later pur- 
chases and seek to lower the mar- 
ket level, Knapp testified. Other 
market agencies, he said, do not 
trade on that basis except for small 
lots of undesirable animals classed 
as “throw-outs.” 

Other witnesses were D. W. Fin- 
negan, David R. Eltrich, W. E. 
Hilton, W. R.. Huitt, Hamp R. Ray 
and Henry B. Hager. Hager, who 
is not a defendant, testified that 
no agreement to boycott the Pro- 
ducers’ and the National company 
had been made by other dealers.
